The Post office has raised the postage rate to, of all 
ings, 29 cents. They were trying for 30 cents but that idea failed, so they 
settled for 29. This, besides costing us more, makes buying stamps a 
pain-in-the-ass. The reason this bothers me so is not the money. I realize it 
cost more to operate now than it did a year or two ago. 

My gripe with the Post Awful is personal. There are three High Point roads 
around Baltimore. One is in a suburb called Parkville, one is Highpoint 
Avenue in Pasadena, and i live on High Point Road, also in Pasadena The 
problem is with my street and the one in Parkville. Because of Zip-Coding, 
both have Battimore city zip codes. When a letter is sent to one or the other, 
some labratory animal at the post office looks at the address, and sends it to 
the first Baltimore High Point Road it comes to, Parkville. No one bothers with 
zip codes. So, the letter goes to Parkville and the Postman there takes it to 
Highpoint Road only to find there is no house numbered 8047.

Long ago and far away I got a 
telescope for Christmas. Living in 
Baltimore city didn't offer the best sky 
for observing celestial objects but for 
three months I was out every night 
gazing at the Great Nebula in Orion 
and whatever else I could find. One 
night while looking out my second 
story bedroom window, I noticed a 
rather bright star I hadn't looked at 
yet and when I trained my scope on 
it found to my surprise that it was 
Saturn. I was so excited at this my 
first sight of those famous rings that 
while jumping up to get someone I 
bumped the telescope which fell to 
the concrete yard below. I was 
heartbroken. The feeling of seeing 
Saturn that night has kept me 
interested in astronomy and 1 dreamt 
of one day owning a "real" telescope. 
Working on sailing vessels through 
my late teens and twenties didn't offer 
money for such items or the place to 
keep such a thing. Now, with my 
own home, and a less chaotic lifestyle 
I have finally seen an old dream come 
true - I own a Veal" telescope. It's 
from a company named Couitier 
Optical in California whose ads can 
be found in periodicals such as 
Astronomy and Sky S Te/escope 
They produce a line of 4 Newtonian 
telescopes called Ocfyssfo that range 
in size from 8 inch diameter to 17 
inch diameter. I have the Qcfosy 
Compact which has a 10.1 inch 
primary mirror. Basically ifs a tube 
1 3 inches in diameter and 4 feet long. 
A Newtonian telescope (named for 
it's inventor - Sir lssac Newton) is 
essentially a bucket that catches light 
from an object - like a star - focuses 
it into an eyepiece which magnifies 
the image into your eye. tfs a very 
simple and effective telescope design 
and great for viewing "deep-sky" 
objects like galaxies and nebula It 
can also be used to view planets and 
the moon - yes, even Saturn.
